a. m. Central Standard time). 


It was expected to take two hours 


for the entire flying armada to get 
into the air for-the 1,323 mile flight 
over an uncharted route. 


A cloak of war-time secrecy was 
thrown about the movement of the 
planes as they slid down the ramp 
at Pearl Harbor for a sensational 
entrance ' into the 
greatest ma- 


neuvers the United States navy has 
ever staged in the Pacific. 
So great was the secrecy sur- 


rounding the- unprecedented flight 
of the squadron, observers expected 
no further word of its movements 
after the take-off until the arrival 
at Midway Island — relatively a 
mere pin-pomt in the sea.

INCOME TAX CHANGES 


An interesting change in 


the federal tax system is 
suggested in some of the 
Washington 
reports,. 
It 


would raise the rates for 
big fellows and 
on 
the 


whole would lower them for 
little 
fellows, yet would 


broaden the base so as to 
bring in more little fellows 
than are paying now. 


A net income of $5,000 


is mentioned as a possible 
dividing line. Taxpayers un- 
der that level 
would 
be 


given 
a 
somewhat lower 


rate. But at the same time 
the exemptions would be 
lowered, so that hundreds 
of thousands now tax-free 
would be obliged to 
pay 


from a few cents to a few 
dollars apiece. 


A pretty good argument 


could-be made for the rea- 
sonableness of this. It has 
long been maintained 
by 


students of government that 
more people of moderate in- 
come should be obliged to. 
pay some income tax, no 
matter how small, so that 
they would realize the cost 
of government and 
take 


more interest in the hand- 
ling of public money. 


The present taxpayers in 


the $5,000-or-less class, be- 
ing a majority of all the in- 
come taxpayers, it would be 
a popular move to cut their 
tax rate a little, though it 
might not be sound econom- 
ics at a time when the na- 
tional debt is mounting. 


Any 
loss 
incurred by 


such a move would be cov- 
ered, or more than covered, 
by raising rates above the 
$5,000 class. What the gov- 
ernment does about it, 'if 
anything, will probably be 
determined by public opin-

-AUSTIN, May S.—i/P}—Governor 
Allred signed three bills today 
making it possible for state banks 
to obtain benefit under the -fed- 
eral deposit insurance act. 


One 
bill 
(HB 8281 exempted 
banking institutions from furnish- 
ing security for any deposits to 
tho extent such deposits were in- 
sured under Section 12B of the 
federal reserve act.

in voting for full and immediate 
cash payment of the bonus.

He said 
the handling of such mail would 
be expedited and that the facilities 
of thc Corsicana office are suf- 
ficient to do so. 
Postmaster Allison 'said that no 
new men had been put on at the 
postoffice, but that several men 
who are working part-time have 
been provided more worktime as a 
result of the letters. 
Several persons have been re- 


ported to have reaped pecuniary 
Denefits from the "chain", but a 
limited survey by a Daily Sun 
reporter Tuesday failed to reveal 
anyone who had begun receiving 
coins. 
At least one Corsicana print-shop 
capitalized on the poplrarity of the 
'chain" by printing the form let- 
:ers and leaving blank spaces to be 
filled in with names. Reports in- 
dicated Tuesday that the sale of 
such blanks was a thriving one. 
One recipient of a chain letter 


jointed out that it was the quick- 
sst way of finding out the address- 
es of his "long lost relatives."

Allred refused today to interfere 
with the execution of Raymond 
Hamilton and Joe Palmer.

of Hamilton.

After her petition had been re- 


fused by Judge F. L. Hawkins 
and O. S. Lattimore, Hamilton's 
attorney, Miss Camille Ope'nshaw 
of Houston, made a direct plea 
to Governor Allred who said his 
'decision with reference to Ray- 
mond Hamilton is unc-naneed." 


"After . careful 
consideration I 
have concluded that I- should not 
interfere with the lawful 
execu- 


tion of Joe Palmer and Raymond 
rlamilton," Governor Allred stated. 


"No particuluar appeal has been 


made in behalf of Palmer, but 
numerous petitions have been re- 
ceived asking ' commutation 
of- 


Hamilton's death penalty to life 
imprisonment.
